MAXITOU, Colo., Oct. 3.—This place Is 


the favorite resort of Colorado uiul is 
situated at the foot of Pike's i<eak. A 
trip to the summit is the chief aim of 
every visitor, and there are four ways 
of accomplishing this end. 
You can 


walk up, drive up, ride up on the back 
of a burro or else take the cogwheel 
railroad. Kach method has its own ad- 
vocates. There is a fierce controversy 
wuMi disturbs the peace of inittd of 
many sojourners here. At meals and 
on the verandas of the hotels, boarding 
houses and private residences of Mani-

The question at issue is the identity of 
the individual who has walked to the 
top of the peak iu the fastest time. 
Tliere is nothing in nil the world which 
so stimulates lying us does the execu- 
tion of this climbing feat. Kvery one 
who has traveled the difficult and dan- 
gerous mountain path claims to have 
made the best tiuie. The strife will 
doubtless never be settled until con- 
gress awards a series of medals and 
appoints a special commission to come 
out here and 
officially 
record 
the 


achievements of some of these pedes- 
trians. 1" he supreme court might make 
the presentations, but unless some- 
thing like tl»i» is done the trouble will 
appear during each successive season. 


This Is not, however, the whole story. 


The t'at mau has a record of his own, 
as has also the fat womau. Theu there 
are fond and loving parents who de- 
light in loudly advertising the perform- 
ances of their young sous and daugh- 
ters. Tlien there are aged wen and 
women who are not without preten- 
sions of their own. Some feats indeed 
border on the unique. The other day 
an editor of a Kansas newspaper start- 
ed up the trail. In the distance one 
might have thought him alone, but he 
was not. The winds that howled across 
liis path did not disturb him. Neither 
did the bleating of an occasional moun- 
tain sheop or the sight of some bird on 
the wing that paused in its flight to 
gaze upon the unusual event. This 
newspaper man trudged along content- 
edly, for iu *is arms he carried his 
8-month-old baby. The couple reached 
the summit safely. 
All hail to this 


nineteenth century martyr! 


Another way to get to the top of the 


mountain is on tlie back of a burro. 
This animal la-patient and stupid. In 
the city of Denver there is a public 
park, and in It are two statues, one 
representing an Indian chief and the 
other* on American scout on a bucking 
pony. To this group should be added 
a third—a bnrro carrying his burden of 
miner's implements and supplies. lie 
helped to make Colorado, ami but for 
him the Pike's peak railroad would 
not exist. To' ride on'tlie back of an 
obstinate beast to the top of the moun- 
tain Is a werer to be forgotten event. 
The Impressions made upon the mus- 
cles of the body are more enduring 
than the remembrance of the seenery 
and the sky. 


After all, the most satisfactory trip 


is by means of the cogwheel railron-1 
which pushes its way up the mountain 
side. This undertaking constitutes one 
of the marvelous engineering triumphs 
of the century. 
The enterprise Is a 


tribute to a group of farsoeing capital- 
ists. One of them was the late Kos- 
well I*. Flower, and airong his asso- 
ciates were JJ. B. Cable of the Hock 
Island railroad and C. S. Simmons, .1 
.Wisconsin buakcr. 


The roadbed is solid, and the rails 


are heavy. The center of the track is 
occupied by a steel frame indented at 
intervals 'of an inch or more. 
The 


whole sti'iicture reminds one of Unit 
ladder which appeared to Jacob in a 
dream, for man's angel, the locomo- 
tive, appwrs tcf ascend into the very 
heaven* and to descend again to the 
earth. 


In going up the locomotive 


the car nid In coming down precedes 
It. Underneath the engine there Is a 
cogged Wheel Which revolves at the 
motion of tho piston rod. The cogs fit 
securely Into the niches in the steel 
frame In toe crater of the track, Pow- 
erful brakes hold the car. nnd an a*el- 
dent la almost Impossible. None has 
ever occurred, and no passenger has 
ever been eteli •lightly Injured.

Mr. lliestand photographed the dis- 
tinguished sailor while sitting upon a 
certain rock which has now been call- 
ed "Sc-hley rock." 


Later in the season William J. Bryan 


came up Iu the train, and as he was en- 
tering the car a lady from Arkansas 
approached and shook hands with him. 
She said she made it a practice to read 
all of his speeches, and to thin the col- 
onel replied pleasantly: "I don't see 
how you can do anything else. It must 
take all your tiuie." 
Mr. Bryan was 


also photographed while sitting ou 
Sehley rock, and. looking down a 
depth of some 2,000 feet, he said to 
those about him. "I hope I shall never 
get any nearer to the bottomless pit." 


The top of the mountain is about an 


acre in extent, and this surface is very 
rocky. There is a small hotel, as well 
as a building, erected under the direc- 
tion of General William B. Ilazeu, de- 
voted to the uses of the local weather 
bureau. Near by is the gra\e of Kate 
O'Keefe, the daughter of the late Ser- 
geant O'Keefe, a former weather ob- 
server. 


The view from the summit of Pike's 


peak surpasses description. 
It is a 


scene of changing, skies aud ever 
varying light effects. 
For some hours 


the sun will shim> upon a scene of ver- 
dant beauty, at which time the coun- 
try for miles about can be clearly seen. 
Smoke from the tires of smelters, the 
rock formations in the Garden of the 
Gods, extensive cattle ranges, distant 
mining camps and a host of other ob- 
jects go to till up this panorama of 
nature, while the visitor is charmed by 
the rarity of the air. Suddenly the 
temperature lowers, snow begins to 
fall, and the ground is white. Far be- 
low, where the suu is still shining, the 
habitation of men are shut off from 
view. 


Half way up the railroad there is a 


station, and near by is a hotel or rest- 
ing place for weary mortals. 
Tliere 


are also a number of summer cottages 
here, oue occupied by Judge Williams 
and a number owned by parties from 
Kansas City. We saw a man walking 
around who, we learned from a frieud, 
was a distinguished professor in a Ger- 
man university. He is spending his 
vacation here for the purpose of form- 
ing a collection of the flowers and 
grasses of Colorado. 


As the car is about to start a man 


approaching middle life enters and dis- 
tributes a paper slip to each passenger. 
On this you are requested to write 
your name and address, and then the 
slips are collected. The man to whom 
they are given is Thomas B. Wilson, 
the publisher of The Pike's Peak 
News, a most Interesting newspaper. 
The office of this publication is .about 
half way up the railroad, and it is said 
to be the highest printing office in 
point of altitude in the world. 
Mr. 


Wilson owns a complete outfit and !n 
the person of his wife has a worthy 
helpmeet. 
When he is absent, she 


takes entire charge of the enterprise, 
giving out the slips, setting up the 
type, working the press aud selling the 
papers. Her name is Grace T. Wilson. 


Mr. Wilson leaves the train when it 


reaches his establishment. Then he and 
his force arrange the names, and the 
list is set up in type. The cover of 
The Pike's Peak News is adorned with 
a colored illustration of a sunrise scene, 
inside there are stories and cuts relat- 
ing to the peak and Manitou, so that 
all that is necessary is to insert the 
names of the visitors. 
This is doue 


while the train is climbing to the top, 
and upon the return trip Mr. Wilson 
delivers the papers, in which the name 
of each person appears, for a nominal 
sum. 


In speaking with Editor Wilson re- 


cently regarding his paper that gentle- 
man said: 'The idea of publishing a 
paper on Pike's peak did not originate 
with me. Formerly another man is- 
sued a paper at the foot of the moun- 
tain, but the names of the passengers 
appeared the following day and copies 
of the paper were sent by mail. It oc- 
curred to me that it would be a good

CHICAGO, Oct. 3.—The fall festival is 


planned iu true Chicago style—big. 
Labor troubles aud local quarrels have 
not sufficed to kill the enterprise. The 
rulers of Canada aud Mexico will join 
President McKiulcy iu speechmakiug, 
and under such circumstances it is rea- 
sonable to suppose that expression will 
l>e given to the pleasautest sentiments 
and disagreeable things left unsaid. On 
the occasion of the great banquet the 
theater of the Auditorium will be 
decorated with the coats of arms of the 
United States. Mexico and Cauada aud 
the national colors of these countries 
intertwined. Tliere will also be rows 
of flags of countries whose representa- 
tives are present and a border near the 
ceiling of coats of arms of the states. 
Melville K. Stone will be toastmaster, 
and Dr. Kmil G. Hirsch will deliver 
the invocation. Addresses of welcome 
on behalf of the United States, Illinois 
and Chicago will be made by Senator 
Shelby M. Cullom, Governor Tanner 
aud Mayor Harrison. The following 
speakers will respond to toasts: Presi- 
dent 
McKiuley, President 
Diaz or 


liis representative. Sir Wilfrid Laurler, 
Secretary Liiimintitotir of the Mexican 
treasury. Secretary Long. Lord Chief 
Justice Kussell of England. General 
Miles. Admiral Dewey and John S. 
Itunuclls.

are in excellent taste, and if there are 
any benighted people who still think 
that Chicago is deficient in things 
aesthetic au excellent opportunity is 
now afforded for a revision of opinion. 
Conspicuous among the decorations on 
State street will be the representative 
groups wrought by Lorado Taft aud 
Charles Mulligan, the sculptors. These 
groups will adorn the arches to lie 
erected at Lake street just south of the 
elevated road and at Van Buren street 
immediately north of the elevated 
structure.

One of the most interesting items

Flying down 
the terrific grades and around the 
many curves of Hie railroad furnishes 
one of the most exciting and thrilling 
sports in this world. 


A few years ago there were at least 


20 of these tolmggans, but the frequent 
number of accidents caused this num- 
Iwr to lie reduced to about n dozen. As 
you come down nt the rate of a mile a 
mlntitt a small pebble, a twig of wood 
or a most minute obstruction may 
throw you off the track and perhaps 
hnrt your unfortunate body down none 
ytwntBf precipice.

been fashioned by Mr. Taft are from 
the model, which is representative of 
the nation's interests ou sea aud land. 
It shows the Angel of Peace standiug 
in the prow of a boat and sitting at 
her feet a laborer, his wife and child. 
The group is of large size, measuring 
1C feet high. One of the groups will 
ornament each of the two great pillars 
at the Lake street end of State street. 


There will be a complete arch at Van 


Buren street, and the sculpture for this 
has been prepared on an elaborate 
scale by Mr. Mulligan. Reclining on 
the arch on either side are female fig- 
ures 20 feet in stature representing 
Peace and Plenty. On one side of the 
arch nt the base will be a group sym- 
bolical of Industry, with a mechanic 
with his tools and a farmer with his 
scythe at the feet of a decorative 
angel. At the base of the other side of 
the arch will be a group representing 
Education, in the center being a deco- 
rative nugel aud on either side of this 
figure symbolical figures representing 
the tine arts and science in the guise of 
a painter with his palette and brush 
and an old man with a book on his 
knee nnd a pen in liis hand. These fig- 
ures will be 10 feet high and 12 feet at 
the base. 


Talk in regard to the relationship of

This house is practically a branch of 


the Franciscan mission of the Holy 
Land and is established to work In 
co-opc-ratton with it. The extent of thu 
Holy Land mission is very great, com- 
prising all the convents aud stations of 
the order in Palestine, Syria, Asia Mi- 
nor. Usypt and tlie Isle of Cyprus and 
embracing s-omo 450 religious orders of 
Friars Minor, who have jurisdiction 
over <;::.(KK) souls, speaking 11 different 
languages. They maintain 55 sanctu- 
aries, O convents. 42 residences, 28 
parishes, 
IS 
mission 
churches, 34 


chapels. 1 seraphic college, 0 study 
houses, ."> dispensaries, 2 orphan asy- 
lums sheltering .".",() orphans and 1 
PI luting office. 
They also conduct 1 


con.niwial college, 10 trade schools 
and 52 elementary schools, wliicn are 
attended by 4,000 pupils. They main- 
tain 413 houses where poor families 
are lodged gratuitously, besides which 
they give support to 12,000 poor. 


Tlie nim of the institution is to pro- 


mote among American Catholics in- 
terest in the sacred places of Palestine 
and to collect contributions for the res- 
cue and preservation of these holy 
shrines. 


It will also give necessary informa- 


tion and introductory letters to all who 
wish to visit Palestine and will In fu- 
ture undertake to organize pilgrim- 
ages to the Holy Laud. 


The most interesting portions of the 


monastery are those in which are re- 
produced the shrines of Palestine, not- 
ably the birthplace aud tomb of the 
Saviour. 
These are iu grottoes con- 


nected with sanctuary by arched cor- 
ridors. 


The grotto of Bethlehem contains a 


facsimile of the manger where Christ 
was born. Opposite the manger Is an 
altar erected to tlie magii, or the three 
kings. Some (K) lamps, all symbolical, 
bum before the manger in Palestine. 
These lamps are never permitted to go 
out. 
Alwve the place of the birth of 


tlie Saviour is an altar called the altar 
of the ".Mystery of the Incarnation." 
Tlie main altar of the grotto la the al- 
tar of the Nativity. 


Near this Is the grotto of Nazareth, 


where are given representations of 
the flight of Joseph with the Mother 
aud Child into Egypt. The main altar 
Is that -if the Annunciation, win-re 
mass is suid daily. On the right stands 
an altar to tlie Archangel (iabrlel nud 
on the left one to Sts. Joachim and 
Ann. At tills altar mnss Is said 
daily. 
Near this place Is a curious 


sight. It Is a pillar cut out of rock, 
descending, but one-third from 
the 


ground it is broken off. This Is again 
a reproduction of the one iu the orient. 


Perhaps the crowning point of In- 


terest is tln> reproduction of the holy 
sepulclior at Jerusalem. This is com-

WEATHER INDICATIONS. 1 
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THE THIRD A FLUKE. 


Again Columbia and Shamrock Fail 
- to Finish Inside the Time Limit 


and the Race is Off. 


YACHTS SEVEN MILES FROM FINISH. 


Western Union Cable Boat, Oct. 7. 


—4 p. m.—Both yachts are pointing 
off shore on the port tack. The wl 
appears light, as the sails frequently 
loosen. 
The Columbia appears to 


have the advantage. Both are still 
under sail, so the race is not declared 
off, although it cannot be finished. 
The yachts are seven and a quarter 
miles from the finish. Many of the 
New York Yacht club's boats are re- 
turning. 


EARLY PROMISE WAS FINE. 


New York, Oct. 7.—At sunrise this 


morning a strong northerly breeze 
was stirring up the white caps on the 
upper bay, the sky was absolutely 
clear, a light autumnal haze hung 
over the Long Island and 
Staten 


Island shores, and the air was crisp 
and invigorating. 
Briefly, it would 


have been impossible to imagine a 
morning more full of promise of a 
fine race between the Columbia and 
the Shamrock. 
At the anchorages 


and places of embarkation, however, 
it was seen that the disappointments 
of Tuesday and Thursday had affect- 
ed the spirits of the yachtsmen and 
yachtswomen, as the number hurry- 
ing to the excursion did not appear 
to b« nearly as large as on the pre- 
vious days set for racing. Off the 
Battery only five tugs were waiting 
for their passengers. These boats in- 
cluded the tug Volunteer, flying the 
Shamrock's flag, which was taking 
oti board the guests of Sir Thomas 
Llpton, who were subsequently trans- 
ferred to Sir Thomas' steam yacht 
Xrin in the Horseshoe. Winter over- 
coats and wrap! were In order on all 
sides among the excursionists. 


The Shamrock was inside the 


Horseshoe as usual, and had her two 
head sails In stops by 7 o'clock and 
by 8:30 her tender, the tug James 
A. Lawrence, was making prepara- 
tions to tow her outside. The Colum- 
bia was being; towed down from Bay 
Ridge. 


USED HER OWN SAIL. 


The breeee was so fine and true off 


the Hook that the Shamrock 
dis- 


pensed with the aid of the tug and 
started out for the lightship under 
sail. She had up her main sail and 
jib and headed up for the channel 
on the starboard xtack. Just as she 
got under way the Columbia swung 
into the channel and rounded the 
southwest sptt In tow of her tug. 


The Columbia stopped before reach- 


ing the Hook, about a mile to the 
west of the point, and began hoisting 
her .main sail. 
The Shamrock ran 


out past th* hook at ft lively gait. 


The wind was from,the northwest, 


blowing about fifteen knots, an hour. 
The weather, off shore from the High- 
lands, was very clear and ships over 
twenty miles away could be plainly 
seen. 


The Shamrock made the run out 


from her anchorage to Sandy Hook 
lightship, a distance of over five nau- 
tical miles, in fifty-six minutes with 
only main sail and jib. 
The Colum- 


bia made fully as good time passing 
Scotland lightship before 10 o'clock. 
The wind at that time was still from 
the north-northeast, a little over fif- 
teen knots, and holding true and 
strong1, with every indication that it 
would continue throughout the day 
and enable the boats to have a good 
race. 
After reaching the lightship 


the Shamrock eased off her sails and 
took to the south, and the crew be- 
gan to maks ready the club top sail 
for hoisting. 


OLD VIGILANT NOT IN IT. 
The old cup defender-Vigilant had 


a little brush with the latest chal- 
lenger on the run out. 
The Sham- 


rock went by her as if she was an- 
chored. 


Behind the Columbia were half 


dozen revenue cutters and a number 
of steam yachts, and as 
the two 


yachts reached the 
lightship 
the 


first excursion fleet appeared heading 
down the swash channel. 
At 
10 


o'clock the steam yacht Erin, with a 
large party on board, steamed out by 
the Hook with a big Shamrock flag 
on her foremast. 


The Columbia arrived at the light- 


ship at 10:00 a. m., having made the 
run out under similar canvas as the 
Shamrock and in practically the same 
time. When she arrived at the light- 
ship she also eased off her sheets and 
stood a little to the southward, but 
soon cams about and ran over to- 


wards the challenger, which was then 
sailing about on the port tack about 
a mile southeast of the lightship. 
Both boats were evidently trying the 
breeze to decide as to their light sails. 


THE COURSE. 


The wind at this time still came 


out of the north-northeast, but bad 
fallen off a trifle and did not seem 
to be blowing at the lightship much 
over fifteen knots. The judges' boat 
signalled that the course would lie 
south-southeast, bringing the boats 
along the Jersey coast down to Long 
Branch. 
The yachts spent a half 


hour after arriving at the start in 
trying the strength of the wind, sail- 
ing about on one tack or the other 
and up and down and off and on the 
wind. As the time for the start ap- 
proached the wind . seemed 
to de- 


crease and at 10:40 was not blowing 
much over twelve knots. The Sham- 
rock was first to decide as to top sails 
and at 10:40 her big club top sail 
was set, indicating that those on 
)oard did not fear an increase of the 
breeze. At the time she set the sail 
aloft she was about half a mile from 
the lightship, heading toward Long 
Beach on the port tack. The Colum- 
)Ia ran along behind her on the star- 
board tack and at 10:42 her club top 
sail was run up. 


READY FOR THE START. 


At 11:05 the Corsair having ar- 


ived with a large number of other 
rachts, the preparatory gun was 
fired. Both boats were then to lee- 
ward of the starting point and about 
on even terms. 


The Columbia went to windward of 


.he judges' boat and tacked star- 
board. 
The Shamrock was already 


that tack and the Columbia 


crossed her bow. Both boats at 11:13 
had club topsails, main sail and jib 
set and when at 11:10 the warning- 
gun was fired and the Shamrock 
went to port about the stakobont and 
he Columbia to starboard, both 
rounding quickly, and at 11:16 wore 
heading for the line. 


HOGARTH OUTSAILED. 


The Columbia had the weather po- 


sition, and try as he would, Hogarth 
could not oust her from her better 
berth. As the boats tore Along to- 
ward the lightship in almost a par- 
allel direction to the starting line 
they made a beautiful picture. 
Both 


rachts had their boom top port with 
:he wind over their counter and they 
heeled down to the pressure on their 
sails, throwing out a big wave from 
the port quarter. Just before getting 
to the lightship the Columbia eased 
off quickly and crossed the line at 
11:21:02, breaking out a huge bal- 
looner. 


SHAMROCK GOES OVER. 


The Shamrock tried to get nearer 


to the lightship than her rival in 
order to break up the Columbia's 
wind, but found that she had not 
room, and so she crossed on the Co- 
lumbia's weather quarter at 11:21:19. 
The Shamrock's position almost en- 
abled her to take the Columbia's 
wind. The Columbia, up to the start, 
seemed to be having the best of it, 
and she was the first over, but the 
Shamrock pointed into a weather 
berth. This was the challenge that 
set Ban- off bis course and down on 
the fleet of steamers. 
boats shrieked wildly. 


The torpedo 
They did not 


need a second look to know that Barr 
and Hogarth as well, would sail 
through walls of iron rather than 
give in in the first battle for the new 
day. 


The difference in sails was easily 


apparent. The Shamrock was carry- 
ing her biggest club topsail and her 
staysail and jib. When the Colum- 
bia broke out her big ballooner, 
which filled in a hearty, wholesale 
way, she took a start. 


WINDWARD MANOUVRES. 


The windward manouvres began 


with the preparatory gun, which 
called off within fifteen minutes 
after the start. Both boats set back 
into the course, the Columbia in the 
leqd. Both squared off on the course 
For a mile the breeze was eight miles 
an hour, held true, then a soft spol 
at least two miles in diameter devel 
oped. The wind was up and down 
the big ballooners for fifteen minutt 
then a five-mile breeze sprung up 
and off they went. 
The water be 


tween the Columbia and the follow 
Ing Shamrock was not more thai 
three lengths. 


At 12:10 the Shamrock passed th 


Columbia. About eight miles front 


the turn the Columbia was about 300 
yards iu the lead. Each racer was 
carrying club top sail, main sail, 
spinnaker and 
balloon jib. Th' 


breeze had dropped to about sir miles 
an hour and was, as in the previous 
trials, variable. It looked as if an- 
other drifting match was on. For 
ten minutes the relative positions of 
the yachts was practically unchanged 
when suddenly the Shamrock stirred 
up a little enthusiasm. 


She has been, holding more to the 


windward of the course, the Colum- 
bia was steering, evidently looking 
for wind, and soon she found it. A 
freshening breeze from off the Jersey 
shore filled the emerald yacht's sails, 
ind slowly but surely she pulled out 
ahead. 


New York, Oct. 7.—The Shamrock 


seemed to do less rolling than her 
rival and cipasequently did not spill 
;he wind out of her sails as much as 
did the Columbia. 


SHAMROCK'S LEAD. 


By 12:30 the Shamrock had a lead 


of a little over an eighth of a mile, 
but the race was decidedly lacking in 
nterest. For an hour the yacht bad 
not touched a sheet or altered a sail. 
At 12:40 the Shamrock had increased 
her lead to about a fifth of a mile by 
standing to windward, thus catching 
he breeze first as it came off shore. 
At 12:53 the Shamrock took in her 


spinnaker and gybed over, having 
tood so much to windward hunting 
or wind that to head for the mark 
she had to get on the short tack. A 
ew minutes later she sent her spin- 
naker to port. 
The Columbia fol- 


owed suit and both yachts with spin- 
iaker to port were speeding for the 
nark, which was about five miles 
away, and the Shamrock about one- 
fifth of a mile in the lead. 


The Shamrock was still holding her 
ivn at a distance of three miles from 
he outer mark. At the time 
the 


wind seemed to be freshening a bit 
nd hauling slightly to the eastward. 
Each boat was then under main sail, 
lub top sail and balloon jib. About 
:15 the Columbia hauled aft her 
heets and stood for the weather of 
he Shamrock. But it was all to no 
ivall, for the green racer was hun- 
ireds of yards ahead and commanded 
the situation. 
At 1:20 the 
wind 


bowed still more increase and the 
hamrock opened the gap still wider. 


Not satisfied with this good showing, 
which was the best of the day, the 
hallenger set a No. 2 jib stay sail 
under her big bnllooner. 


Her main sail set stiff, while that 
f the Columbia seemed to be doing 
ittle work. 
At 1:30 both 
boats 


truck a light streak, each being af- 
ected about the same. The Colum- 
bia, however, got the first freshening 
breeze and pulled up on her rival. 
t was a grand race. 
At half a mile from the mark it 


was anybody's fight. At 1:33 down 
ame the Shamrock's 
balloon jib. 


•o minutes later the Columbia fol- 


owed suit. 
Both boats were now 


tandlng for the mark, the Columbia 
reeplng up on her rival. 
SHAMROCK FIRST TO ROUND. 
Just as the Shamrock was about to 
ound, It looked from the Associated 
'ress boat as though Captain Barr, 
f the Columbia, had established an 
verlap. He certainly called for room, 
or the Shamrock bore away and only 
ounded nine seconds ahead of the 
Columbia. The official time of round- 
ng the outer mark was: 
Shamrock, 
1:36:25. 
Columbia, 


:36:34. The surprise of the run out 


was the remarkable speed shown by 
he Columbia during .the last half 
mile before the turn. She kept her 
ialloon jib a few minutes longer than 
he Shamrock, but even after this she 
.eemed to be gaining fast. 
Captain 


Barr, of the Columbia, certainly got 
he better of the turn and when both 
were away on the starboard tack 
close-hauled, he had the windward 
position. The Columbia for the first 
ime in an hour and a half was ahead.

Galesburg, 111., Oct. 7.—On the 


campus of historic Knox college, 
where, forty years ago, Abraham 
jiucolu and Stephen A. Douglass 
met in one of a memorable series of 
tebates to determine which should 
occupy a seat in the United States 
enate,

ing addresses commemorative of the 
ontest between those two great lead- 
rs of former days. 
The citizens of Galesburg turned

The escort of the president, under 
ommand of Captain Charles C. Craig, 
met Mr. McKinley at the residence 
f Col. Clark E. Carr, former mtnls- 
er to Denmark under President Har- 
isan's administration, where

pent tho night. 
In the carriage with President Mc- 


Kinley were Colonel Cnrr, Mayor Car- 
ney and Justice Alfred M. Craig, of 
;he Illinois supreme court. 
The 


members of the cabinet, in company 


Dr. John O. Finloy. former pres- 


deut of Knox college, and other 
>romtnent citizens of Galesburg, fol- 
owed in a long line of carriages. 
Everywhere along the line of march 
he enthusiasm of the people was un- 
bounded and when the college cara- 


us was reached the president rc- 
ilved a great ovation. • 
Colonel Carr presided over the cx- 
rcises, and the invocation was deliv- 
red by Dr. C. E. Nash, president, of 
Lombard university. 


W. Prince wel- 
omed the president to the Tenth 
ongressional district and the greet- 
ng on behalf of the people of Illi- 
lois was spoken by Senator Shelby

hroughout its delivery with out- 
rarsts of applause. 


MR. M'KINLEY'S ADDRESS. 


The president said: 
"Mr. Chairman and My Fellow Cit- 
zens: The time and place make this 
meeting memorable. Forty-one years 
igo on this spot two mighty leaders, 
epresenting opposing ideas, contend- 
d for mastery before the tribune of 
he people. It was a contest which 
listory will not fail to record, and 
some are living to tell its interesting 
and thrilling story. It has been re- 
jited around the family fireside until 
o the people of Illinois it has become 
. household tale, inspiring lave and 
devotion to free institutions. 


'Here, therefore, are sacred mem- 


ories which will be cherished by this 
community for all time and are per- 
manently incorporated in the life of 
the nation. 
Lincoln and Douglass 


Are inseparably connected in the pub- 
ic mind. Their association began in 
conflict and ended 
in co-operation. 


They were in antagonism for more 
than a generation over the interpre- 
;ation of the constitution and were 
inited at last when the constitution 
itself was assailed. They might dif- 
fer, 
as they did, over the meaning 


of some of its provisions, but when 
the crisis came they stood together 
lor its inviolability and for the iii- 
jeparability of the union it estab- 
lished. The one asserted the right 
of slavery under certain conditions 
to enter the territories—the other dis- 
puted that.right under any condition 
but both agreed that the slave power 
should not divide the union. 


'The debate was national and his- 


torical. It commanded profound at- 
tention. 
It interested all sections, 


It was watched with deepest anxiety 
by the followers of both. It was read 
md studied as no other public dis 
cussion before or since. It presented 
the best of two conflicting schools o 
thought. It was epoch-making and 
marked an epoch in our history. I 
touched the public conscience. It in 
fluenced public thought and purpose 
It made the issue 
impossible 


escape. It could no longer be av< 
or evaded. It united the friends o 
liberty, ns well as thosct of slavery 


It hastened the 'irrepressible con- 
lict." It was not the beginning ol 
the agitation, but it carried it into 
:he lives and homes of the republic, 
and no issue is ever rightly settled 
until it is settled there. 
It is 


iittle source of satisfaction that upon 
,he great question presented in these 
debates, while Douglass carried the 
legislature, Lincoln had a majority 
of the people. The torch of liberty 


ras not lighted here, but it flamed 
'orth with a broader, blighter, bolder 
light as it was lighted up by 
the 


strong arm of Abraham Lincoln. 


"Three years—only three years— 


intervened and the debate was re- 
moved from the arena of peaceful 
d:3cuss:oii to that of war and carnage. 
And then Lincoln and Douglass stood 


Sumter was fired on 
April 12th, 1801.

Hie position of Douglass at this crit- 
cal juncture was that of a patriot. 
Without halting or hesitation 
he 


aligned himself upon the side of the 
national government and threw the 
orce of his great personality in sup- 
port of. the executive. 
Upon the oc- 


asion of his memorable visit to Lin- 
:oln immediately after the first call 
or volunteers he dictated to the rep- 
esenttitlve of the Associated Press a. 
dispatch in these words: 'April 18th, 


861.—Senator Douglass 
called on

was, on the part of Mr. Douglass,

AGENTS OT SIXTY COMPANIES 


INVOLVED. 


Portland. Ind., Oct. T—What prom- 


ises to be one of the greatest legal 
fights ever inaugurated in .Indiana 
will begin next Monday, when the 
suit brought by Nathan B. Hawkins, 
cashier of the Citizens' bank of Port- 
land, against sixty or more insurance 
companies having agents 
in 
this 


city, will be called for trial. No def- 
inite action is expected, but the case 
will bring out all the points of law 
aud issues bearing on it and will be 
argued on demurrer. 


Mr. Hawkins alleges in his com- 


plaint that the insurance companies 
have effected a combination, or trust, 
for the purpose of keeping up the 
rate of premium and are doing this 
through a local board of underwrit- 
ers composed of the agents who are 
in business here. 
These agents have 


nn inspector, through whose hands 
pass all the policies written—it is al- 
leged—and in case one is taken at a 
lower rate than that fixed by 
the 


board it is rejected. Hawkins seeks, 
therefore, to enjoin 
the companies 


from doing business. 


The insurance men do not seem to 


be worrying at all over the situation, 
taking the view that the law of the 
state is not sufficiently strong 
to 


touch them. 
In fact, this view is 


backed up to a considerable extent 
by the opinion of the Indiana attor- 
ney general. 


PROSECUTOR WILL ACT. 


In order to prevent any action on 


the score that a private individual 
has no right to bring such an action, 
a similar suit is projected by Daniel 
E. Griuer, prosecuting attorney for 
this judicial district, and will be in- 
stituted within the next few days. 
Mr. Qriner will bring action almost 
identically on the same Hues as the 
Hawkins suit nnd will also sock to 
enjoin the companies from doing any 
business here under the present 
methods. 


The defendant companies embrace 


everyone which has an agent here, 
together with the agents, and makes 
u list which numbers over sixty. The 
aggregate capital of the defendant 
companies runs far into the millions 
of dollars and they are naturally ex- 
pected to put up a very hard fight. 
They will be represented in the local 
court by LnFollettc & Adnir, of this 
city, and Chambers, Pickens & Moore, 
of Indianapolis, while arrayed on the 
plaintiff's side will be Snyder 
Bergman, a loua) firm. 


AFTER THE GAS TRUST. 


Another action which is expected to 


bring about legal complications and 
is a slap at trusts is the action of 
the city council in reducing the prices 
charged for natural gas 40 per cent. 
This was done by means of an ordi- 
nance, but the gas companies say 
thnt they will continue to charge the 
old rate and will turn off the cus- 
tomer who gets unruly, despite the 
penalty of $50 a day which attaches. 
These gas companies have figured in 
court before, this being when an ef- 
fort was made to have their fran- 
chises declared forfeited for entering 
into a combine as regards the rates 
to be charged. 
The cases were car- 


ried to the supreme court of Indiana 
and in the case of one company a de- 
cision was rendered which sent the 
litigation bock to the lower courts to 
be tried upon its merits—virtually a 
decision to the effect that if the al- 
legations set forth in the complaint 
are true the franchises should be an- 
nulled. 
The case is yet awaiting 


trial. 
The contesting companies are 


composed of citizens 
of Portland, 


wealthy men, but there is much feel- 
ing against them. It is opined that 
in case the companies are crowded 
to a strict observance of the ordi- 
nance that they will simply shut off 
the supply and the consumers will 
go bock to burning wood nnd coal. 


These are the two trusts against 


which a fight is being waged in Port- 
land at present and the outcome 
both is most eagerly awaited.

at his home in Mount Pleasant. Iowa, 
was the last surviving member of 
President Lincoln's cabinet, the most 
historic, doubtless, that the republic 
ever had.

It is a singular fact that these two 
favorite sons of Iowa were respec- 
tively in the cabinets of the 
two 


martyred presidents of the United 
States, Samuel J. Kirkwood having 
bsen the lamented Garfield's secre- 
tary of the interior. 
Iowa proudly 


claimed Senator Harlan as her own. 
although he was born in Illinois and 
educated in Indiana. 
He first saw 


the light of day in Clark 
county, 


Illinois, in 1820. 
Four years later 


his parents moved to Indiana. 
He 


was graduated from the Asbury uni- 
versity, Greencastle. Ind., in 1845; 
was married the same year nnd went 
to Iowa, where lie had resided ever 
since. 
In his early Iowa days Mr. 


Harlan farmed and taught school. In 
1847 he was elected state superin- 
tendent of schools, serving one year. 
Ho then practiced law, after a season 
of study, until 1853. when he was 
elected president of the Iowa Wesley- 
an college inMount Pleasant, occupy- 
ing this position two years. In 1855 
Mr, Harlan was elected United States 
senator and wns re-elected in 1361. 
He resigned in 18C5 to become secre- 
tary of tho interior under Abraham 


FAKRAGUT'S OLD FLAGSHIP. 


The interesting news comes from 


San Francisco that the famous man- 
of-war Hartford, which was the flag- 
ship of Admiral Fnrragut in the bat- 
tle of Mobile bay. has been placed in 
commission for the second time at 


j Mare Island navy yard. Enough of 
the framework of the old wooden 
ship is left to preserve her historical 
identity, though for 
all 
practical 


purposes she is a new, up-to-date 
cruiser. 
The commission ceremonies 


were quiet but patriotic. The vessel's 
crew were gathered on the deck. The 
flag was raised to the forepeak, while 
the band played "The Star Spangled 
Banner." 
Captain Mead then for- 


mally turned the Hartford over to 
Commander Hawley. who told the 
''jackies" that the Hartford's 
mis- 


sion wns to train patriotic Americans 
for service in Uncle Sam's navy. The 
Hartford will not be ready for sea 
for a month. 


The Hartford is a small and insig- 


nificant naval vessel in comparison 
witli some of the floating fortresses 
of the present day. and is of only 
2,000 horse-power and 2.700 
tons 


displacement. Some of the big ships 
of the new navy have over 20.000 
horse-power and over 11,000 
tons 


displacement. 
Being of 
wood, 
of 


course the Hartford could be of little 
value for offensive or defensive pur- 
poses against the modern steel and 
armored fighting craft with 
their 


powerful guns. 
Nevertheless, she is 


an object lesson to every American 
patriot of the glorious part which 
the navy has borne in the country's 
history and there is not another ship 
about which clusters such thrilling 
associations save the decaying hulk 
of that glorious old frigate, the Con- 
stitution.
